‘*THE EMPIRE COTTON GROWING REVIEW.,’’ 


We have received the first issue, dated January, 
1924, of this Quarterly Review, which is published 
by Messrs. A. and C. Black, Ltd. (price 1s.) for 
the Empire Cotton Growing Corporation. The 
Corporation aim at becoming the Central Bureau 
of Information upon Cotton, and at collecting 
knowledge of all matters of interest to scientific and 
other cotton growers; the Review will enable them 
to disseminate this information among those 
interested. In the course of a preliminary article 
on the work of the Corporation, the conductors of 
the Review write as follows :— 

It is complained sometimes that neither spinners nor 
growers know much about each other’s requirements and 


the difficulties or technicalities with which each is faced, 
and that even the different classes of cotton which are 
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grown and the ways in which they are spun are not 
sufficiently familiar to spinners and growers respectively. 
Moreover, to acquire such information hitherto has involved 
the study of many publications, including annual reports 
of all descriptions and from all sources, scientific and com- 
mercial journals and isolated articles. It is hoped, there- 
fore, to include in this journal not only particulars of the 
Corporation’s activities, and thus to keep those interested 
informed as to its work, but also to publish information 
concerning cotton growing problems throughout the 
Empire, thus acting as a clearing house of intelligence 
collected from different Dominions and Colonies, and keep- 
ing Directors of Agriculture and others engaged in cotton 
growing in touch with development and experiments else- 
where. Further, it will contain statistics as to the cotton 
crops of the world, together with their qualities and the 
uses to which they are put. Finally, it is hoped that it 
may give both spinners and growers a better knowledge of 
one another’s lives, experiences, requirements, and 


difficulties.

The journal will necessarily deal chiefly with the cultiva- 
tion of cotton, using the expression in a broad sense as 
including, for example, all kinds of statistics bearing upon 
the question, legislation affecting it, and other cognate 
subjects. A feature will be made of statistics bearing 
upon cultivation, and it is hoped to make the journal a 
reliable source from which to extract them; and it is 
also proposed to pay special attention to any legislation 
that may be enacted bearing upon cotton cultivation.

SS. “TREVESSA.” 


PRESENTATION TO CAPTAIN AND CHIEF 
OFFICER. 


Sir Philip Lloyd-Greame, President of the Board 
of Trade, made last week a presentation of plate to 
Captain Cecil Patrick Thomas Foster and Chief 
Officer James Charles Stewart Smith, in recogni- 
tion of their notable services in rescuing the crew 
of the ‘‘ Trevessa,’’ which was wrecked in June 
last. The presentation was made in the Council 
Shamber of the Board, Great George Street, and 
it took the form of a silver tea service to the captain 
and a silver inkstand to the chief officer. Each 
was engraved with the date of the disaster and the 
names of the officers. Captain Foster was accom- 
panied by Mrs. Foster. 


Sir Paitie Lioyp-GreaMe said they were met to pay 
honour to a great achievement. The story of the ‘ Tre- 
vessa ’’ was well known to everyone. It would live as 
long as the Merchant Service existed. A voyage of 
hundreds of miles on rough seas day by day, with, he 
supposed, but little to guide them except the sun by day 
and the stars at night, with constant perils and dangers of 
the gravest order, with privations as great as any man 
could be called upon to endure—all this was faced with 
courage, discipline, determination, and comradeship, which 
were only possible in that service which had so great a 
tradition. The exploit was worthy to rank with the 
greatest exploits of British seamanship; and he thought 
every man and woman would echo the finding of the Court 
of Enquiry when it said: ‘‘ The Court is unable to find 
words adequately to express its members’ admiration of 
the fine seamanship and resolution of the officers and the 
splendid discipline and courage of the crew—both European 
and non-European.’’ The Board of Trade had felt it right 
to mark so great an achievement in the most signal manner 
in its power by making that presentation ; and in honouring 
the leaders of the boats they honoured no less the gallant 
company whom they led. The country now realised, 
perhaps completely for the first time, what a great service 
the Mercantile Marine was, both in days of peace and of 
war. So long as the service was represented by men like 
the officers and crew of the ‘‘ Trevessa ’’ there was no fear 
that the same spirit that had inspired it in the past would 
not inspire it in the future. 








CapTaIn Foster, who was warmly received, in acknow- 
ledging the honour paid to him, said he had had 21 years 
of sea service, all the time with one firm—the Hain 
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Steamship Company. As to the equipment of ships at the 
present day, the lifeboats they used showed what could 
be done if they were properly looked after and the gear 
was all right. It was not like the old days, when the 
boats stuck in the chocks. He thanked the Board of 
Trade on behalf of the whole ship’s company, who would be 
delighted and feel honoured by this presentation. 


CuieF Orricer Stewart Smita also thanked the Board 
of Trade for making the presentation, and remarked that 
if it had not been for.the equipment of the lifeboats he 
did not think he should have had the honour of speaking 
there that day. 


Sir P. Lioyp-GreaMe said he wished to add that it was 
a matter of great satisfaction to the Board of Trade, and 
it must be to the Mercantile Marine Department, to find 
that their boats were put to so searching a test as the 
‘‘ Trevessa’s ’’ boats were, and that they did not fail. It 
was obvious, however, that, perfect as the equipment might 
have been, the crew could not have been brought to a 
distant haven if it had not been for the skill and courage 
of those in charge of them,

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OYSTER DREDGING IN THE ENGLISH 
CHANNEL. 


An agreement has recently been made between the 
British and French Governments respecting oyster 
fisheries outside territorial waters in the seas lying 
between the coasts of Great Britain and those of 
France. The effect of this is to make permanent 
an arrangement which for many years has been 
made annually, by which the open season for oyster 
dredging in the Channel ends on 15th June instead 
of 30th April. In future, therefore, oyster dredg- 
ing in the Channel outside the three-mile limit will 
be open from Ist September to 15th June inclusive. 
Krom 16th June to 3lst August inclusive no boat 
may dredge for oysters in these waters, or may 
have on board any dredge or other implement used 
for catching oysters.

COMMERCIAL DIPLOMATIC SERVICE IN 
JAPAN. 

The Department of Overseas Trade notifies that 
it has been decided, subject to the completion in 
due course of the necessary formalities, to appoint 
Mr. G. B. Sansom to the post of Commercial Secre- 
tary, Grade II, for Japan, which was rendered 
vacant by the death of Mr. H. A. F. Horne in the 
earthquake disaster on Ist September last. 


Mr. Sansom, who has already assumed com- 
mercial diplomatic duties at Tokio, was appointed 
a student interpreter in Japan in October, 1903, 
and before his return to this country on leave prior 
to the earthquake was H.M. Consul at Osaka; he 
has occupied various posts in the Far Eastern 
Consular service at Yokohama, Chemulpo, Tokio, 
Hakodate, Shimonoseki, and Osaka successively. 


Sir Edward Crowe, C.M.G., Commercial Coun- 
sellor for Japan, who has rendered valuable service 
in this country since the earthquake by furnishing 
information and advice to British firms and mer- 
chants interested in trade with Japan, is expected 
to return to that country next month on the expira- 
tion of his official visit and leave in England.

DISPATCH OF CATALOGUES TO FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 


The attention of the Department of Overseas 
Trade has been drawn to the practice of manu- 
facturers and exporters dispatching catalogues and 
advertising matter to countries outside the British 
Empire by the parcel post service. This service 
in most countries is subject to considerable Customs 
delays upon entry; although parcels are nominally 
entered as duty free, they are subject to Customs 
examination and possibly duty when so dispatched. 


British Consular Officers have been put to con- 
siderable trouble and expense in obtaining delivery 
of such parcels addressed to the Consulates, and 
it is advised that exporters send. their advertising 
matter of all kinds by the ordinary mail at printed 
paper rates. This method of procedure will tend 
to avoid unnecessary delay and expense. 


Full details of regulations and charges of the 
printed paper service may be seen on page 49 of 
the Post Office Guide, which is available for con- 


sultation at any post office. 
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INDIAN BOILER ACT REGULATIONS. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘*‘ Journal ”’ 
of 20th December, 1923 (page 653), H.M. ‘Trade 
Commissioner at Calcutta reports that the Gazette 
of India, Delhi, dated 8th December, 1923, con- 
tains a notification as follows :— 

‘* No. A-61.—In pursuance of Sub-section (3) 

of Section 1 of the Indian Boilers Act, 1925 (V 

of 1923), the Governor-General in Council 1s 

pleased to appoint Ist January, 1924, as the date 
on which the said Act shall come into force.”’ 








NEW SOUTH WALES FACTORS (MERCAN- 
TILE AGENTS) ACT. 

Ii.M. Trade Commissioner at Sydney has for- 
warded a copy of an Act to amend and consolidate 
the law relating to factors; to repeal the Factors 
Act, 1899, and certain other Acts; and for purposes 
consequent thereon or incidental thereto, and cited 
as the ‘* Factors (Mercantile Agents) Act, 1925,”’ 
recently passed by the New South Wales Legis- 
lature, together with a short press review of the 
objects of such Act.

MEXICO. 


UNCERTAIN OUTLOOK. 


Mr. Norman King, British Consul-General, 
Mexico City, in his Report on the Economic Con- 
dition of Mexico as at October, 1923, writes that 
there had been no great improvement visible during 
the twelve months which ended in October. One of 
the main causes for this had undoubtedly been the 
underlying uncertainty, beneath an outward 
appearance of political stability. Rebel activities 
throughout the Republic had been few in number 
and had not attained any degree of importance, but 
legislation of a radical character had had an 
adverse effect on agriculture, while labour laws in 
various States and ** Bolshevist ’’ activities in the 
principal seaports and the chief industrial centres 
had similarly affected production and trade in 
eeneral. The situation had not been improved 
by increase in Customs duties, port dues, and taxes 
on commercial and industrial undertakings, 
imposed partly (in the case of import duties) to 
protect home industries, but principally to make 
evood the shortage of revenue caused in part by the 
falling off in the receipts from the export tax on oil. 
The banks had restricted their operations, loans 
had only been made for short terms on good security 
at high rates of interest, and the credit system of 
the country had suffered considerably. 


On the other hand, the resumption of diplomatic 
relations between the United States and Mexico, 
which was announced at the end of August, 1923, 
and was followed after a brief interval by the 
renewal of formal relations between Mexico and 
France, had tended to restore a certain amount of 
confidence. Those of an optimistic turn of mind 
reported at once a change for the better, while 
others reported the exact opposite. It was difficult 
to observe any immediate great improvement, but 
undoubtedly this important political event must 
have a beneficial influence on the general situation. 
There were slight indications which might mean a 
clearing of the economic horizon. If Government 
statistics could be relied on, agricultural production 
had actually improved, and it was a fact that 
imports of foodstuffs had decreased. In 1922 
Mexico imported from the United States 3,351,018 
bushels of corn, as compared with 11,871,546 
bushels in 1921. Imports of rice fell from 7,753,566 
Ib. in 1921 to 667,779 lb. in 1922, and the imports 
of wheat flour decreased from 353,155 barrels in 
1921 to 295,354 barrels in 1922. 

Most economists, states Mr. King, however, deny 
the alleged improvement in agricultural conditions, 
and claim that the decrease in imports is due to 
increased economic depression, but this is a difficult 
point to settle in the absence of complete, reliable, 
and up-to-date statistics. The fact remains that a 
country like Mexico, which should be able to grow 
its own foodstuffs, and even export a surplus, is still 
importing them in considerable quantities is a 
proof that the country has not regained its former 
state of economic stability. As the United States 
control the bulk of the Mexican foreign trade, the 
figures published by the Department of Commerce 
at Washington may be taken as a fairly reliable 
indication of the trend of trade in general, and it is 
noteworthy that the total exports from the States 
to Mexico amounted to 109.884,917 dols. in 1922, 
as compared with 221,850,424 dols. in 1921. Im- 
ports from Mexico into the States showed a good 
increase from 110,290,133 dols. in 1921. to 
152,087,844 dols. in 1922. There was an increase of 
12 per cent. in the value of the exports from the

United States to Mexico during the seven months 
ended 3lst July, 1923. 


PETROLEUM. 


The oil-producing industry was seriously affected 
during 1922. Demand did not approach the amount 
produced and available for supply. The price of 
petroleum’ was accordingly kept low, and several 
exploiters and refineries went out of business, This 
depression had a serious effect in Mexico, coincid- 
ing, as it did, with a crisis in the production of oil, 
owing to the exhaustion of some of the sources of 
supply. The result was to check, instead of 
encouraging, exploration for new wells to take the 
place of those in which salt water was appearing. 
Perhaps, however, this postponement of the dis- 
covery of new sources of supply, which, if found, 
would in ail probability have had to be placed 
largely in storage, is not without its advantages, 
as the progress of scientific research tends always 
to make the oil adaptable to more uses, and, there- 
fore, more valuable. Exploring operations have 
been conducted in the Isthmus district and in the 
Panuco field. ‘To a large extent they have been 
restricted to regions already assayed. During the 
twelve months ended 3lst December, 1922, 251 oil 
wells had been perforated, of which 61 per cent. 
resulted profitably, the balance of 39 per cent. being 
abandoned. ‘The profitable wells were 154 in 
number, a daily initial capacity of 224,216 cubie 
metres, or 1,410,319 barrels in all, having been 
obtained from them. Of the remaining 97 wells, 70 
were abandoned for dryness, 26 for containing salt 
water, and one as being unprofitable. 

The production began in January, 1922, with the 
highest figures so far registered tor one month, 
viz., 3,281,695 cubic metres, or 20,641,862 barrels. 
It then declined, the average monthly production 
for the first months of the year falling from 15 to 
20 million barrels to a monthly average of 11 to 12 
million barrels. ‘These figures were maintained 
more or less during the last six months of the’ year 
and during the first six months of 1923. If the rest 
of the year corresponds to anticipations, the total 
production should not be less than 145 million 
barrels, It will thus be seen that Mexico occupies 
avery prominent place in the list of oil-producing 
countries, second only to the United States. In 
the last-named country there were, up to Sep- 
tember, 1922, no fewer than 275,000 oil wells in 
exploitation, with an average daily production of 
YD) barrels. In Mexico there were only 274 wells 
in exploitation, with an average daily production 
of 1,358 barreis, and that at a time when some 
of the larger Mexican deposits were rapidly declin- 
ing. The falling off was chiefly noticeable in the 
Tuxpan district, which produces the thin oil. The 
production of the heavy oil in the Panuco region 
was maintained, and even showed a slight increase, 
In 1922. The figures for export do not always give 
an accurate idea of the production, as some of the 
oil exported is taken out of storage. ‘The export 
tax on petroleum was modified in 1922. In January 
of that year one cubic metre of. oil exported paid 
duties to the amount of 4 dols. 20 cts. per cubic 
metre, whereas in December of that year it paid 
3 dols. 14 cts. per cubic metre. The latter amount 
is hardly 17 per cent. of the value of the product. 

Prices were fairly uniform during 1922. Light 
crude oii (Tuxpan) sold f.o.b. Mexican ports, 
excluding taxes, at prices ranging from 1 dol. 90 
cts. per barrel to 8 dols. per barrel, Mexican 
currency. ‘The heavy oil from the Panuco region 
sold at prices varying from 1 dol. 10 cts. to 1 dol. 
30 cts. per barrel f.o.b. Mexican ports. These 
figures are governed principally by the prices of 
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Mexican fuel (bunker oil) at New York. .. Since 
July, 1923, the price of light crude has decreased, 
in sympathy with that ruling in the United States, 
to the present figure (October, 1923) oi about 823 
cts. United States currency per barrel. The price 
of Panuco heavy crude has also decreased from 
1 dol. United States currency to 38 cts, United 
States per barrel at well. 


MANUFACTURING INDUSTRIES. 


In spite of the prominence of minerals, oil, and 
agricultural products,in the export statistics of 
Mexico, the country is also a manufacturing 
country of some importance; its total production 
of manufactured articles is claimed to exceed that 
of any other Latin-American Republic. . This is 
due partly to natural advantages and partly to the 
policy of the present Government of encouraging 
the establishment of new industries by the imposi- 
tion of high, and in some eases prohibitive, duties 
on foreign goods. Of the industries which flourish 
under this protective wall, probably the most 
important, from the points of view both of capital 
invested and of value of output, is that. devoted to 
the manufacture of cotton textile goods. The 
largest factory is situated in Orizaba, and is equipped 
with machinery of a modern type which is capable 
of performing all the operations from the cleaning 
of the raw cotton to the dyeing of the finished cloth. 
More than 100 other factories are situated through- 
out the Republic, and, although the industry 1s 
suffering at present from depression, owing to the 
high price of the raw material, combined with over- 
production and lack of demand, there is no doubt 
that it is an economic factor of. great importance 
in the manufacturing development of the country. 
The manufacture of tobacco, especially in the form 
of cigarettes, for which the demand seems to be 
inexhaustible, is also an important and flourishing 
industry. ‘Two large factories of, the most up-to- 
date style are established in Mexico City, and there 
are scores of smaller factories for producing cigars 
and cigarettes scattered throughout the Republic. 


OPENINGS FoR Brirtsu TRADE. 


On account of its proximity and the ease of com- 
munication, the United States have always had, 
and will probably continue to hold, the hon’s share 
of Mexico’s import trade. The average proportion 
of trade between. Mexico and the United States, 
Great Britain, Germany, and France up to 1914 
was as follows: United States, 57 per cent.; Great 
Britain, 12; Germany, 11°50; France, 850; and 
other countries, 11 per cent. During the war the 
favourable situation of the United States was 
enhanced by the inability ot the combatant 
countries in Europe to export, and the present 
position, based on the returns for the six months 
ended 30th June, 1923, is as follows: United 
States, 685 per cent.; Germany, 11:3; Great 
Britain, 78; France, 44; and other countries, 82 
per cent. It will be seen that Germany now occu- 
pies second place, and has already regained her 
former percentage of the trade; but im view of her 
present embarrassments it is doubtful whether she 
will be able to maintain this position. Great 
Britain has fallen from second to third place, and 
both she and France have considerable leeway to 
make up. 

Canada now has a Trade Commissioner appointed 
io Mexico City, and, although the import trade 
from Canada is still very small—not more than 
from 2 to 3 per cent. of the total—it has already 
made very satisfactory increases: during the past 
few years. For the fiscal year ended 31st March, 
1923, the trade increased about 175 per cent. over 
the corresponding period of 1922 and by more than 
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200 per cent. as compared with 1921. The chief 
imports into Mexico from the Dominion are paper, 
heavy chemicals, beverages, flour, preserved milk, 
automobiles, and agricultural machinery. Food- 
stuffs are also coming in increased quantities. 


The chief asset of the British manufacturer in 
this market is the reputation which he enjoys for 
the quality of his goods. During the period imme- 
diately after the war numerous applications were 
received in this office from importers who wished 
to renew their former connection with British firms. 
Equally numerous complaints were then received 
regarding the high and fluctuating prices of British 
goods and the uncertainty of delivery. With 
decreasing costs of production Great Britain should 
now be in a position to make an attempt to recover 
her lost position, and notes are given below on 
certain articles to which the British manufacturer 
might devote his attention. The disadvantages 
under which he labours are _ unfortunately 
numerous. Slow delivery is probably the most 
important of these, in which the geographical 
advantage enjoyed by the United States over all 
other countries is permanent. But the United 
Kingdom is also much less favourably situated than 
her competitors, for whereas there are three German 
sailings from German ports each month, there is 
only one ship sailing from Liverpool. In some 
cases it is reported that British goods are even sent 
across to Hamburg for shipment to Vera Cruz 
from that port. Another disadvantage under which 
European exporters suffer lies in the delay in for- 
warding goods from Vera Cruz to the capital. This 
frequently occupies more time than the voyage 
from European ports to Vera Cruz. There are 
probably not half a dozen British shops or stores 
in Mexico City or throughout the Republic, whilst 
there are numerous others in the hands of Spaniards, 
French, American, and Germans. Many of the 
big foreign stores, particularly the German, carry 
large stocks, and important manufacturing firms 
have even opened branch houses here. 


Another drawback, due to the proximity of the 
United States, is the fact that most of the large 
operating companies, including the British, have 
their purchasing agents in the United States, which 
means that, owing to the advantage of speedy 
delivery by rail and the quick supply of spare 
parts, orders go to American firms which, other 
things being equal, might be given to British 
manufacturers. If business 1s to be done on a scale 
of any importance, it is essential to send out 
efficient commercial travellers. In this respect the 
British are said to lag still a good way behind their 
American and German competitors. As in all 
Latin-American countries, the personal element is 
of the greatest importance in Mexico, and a good 
salesman, who knows how to push his goods, speaks 
the language, and is familiar with the business 
methods of the country, will often obtain orders 
from firms who would not look at a catalogue and 
probably not even answer letters addressed to them. 
It should be borne in mind that Mexico is a difficult 
country in which to create a demand for new 
articles, especially when a similar article of another 
brand is already well established in the market. 
The consuming public is conservative in this 
respect, and a vigorous campaign conducted by 
travelling salesmen and advertising would be neces- 
sary before a new brand could be successfully 
launched. Mr. King then gives hints to British 
exporters upon the features of the market, for 
which reference should be made to his Report.

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VOLUME AND VALUE COMPARISONS 
WITH 1922. 


In each quarter of 1923 the value of the imports 
and exports of the expired portion of the year has 
been calculated on the basis of the prices of 1922, 
as reflected in the declared values of the imports 
and exports of that year. For each commodity 
returned by quantity, as well as by value, the 
quantity recorded as landed or shipped in 1923 was 
valued at the same average value as the correspond- 
ing entry in the returns of the year 1922, and the 
aggregate of the values so obtained was completed 
by the addition of estimates in respect of those com- 
modities for which no returns of quantity are 
furnished. ‘These latter estimates have been based 
on the best information available relating to the 
classes of goods concerned, so as to correspond as 
closely as possible with the figures calculated as 
described above. The results of the calculations for 
the first quarter, the first half, and the first three- 
quarters of the year have been given in earlier 
issues of the ‘* Journal.’’ 

In the years 1920 to 1922 the value of the trade 
of each successive quarter was calculated at the 
average values recorded in 1913, the procedure 
being changed in 19283 in order to take advantage 
of the fuller information now available as com- 
pared with the years before 1920, and to avoid the 
inconvenience arising from certain changes that 
have been made since 1913 in the units in terms 
of which the quantities are recorded. 

The general results for the completed year 1923 
compare with those of the year 1922 as follows :—

From a comparison of the figures it will be seen 
that the average values of imports were lower in 
1923 than in 1922 by nearly 2 per cent., and those 
of British exports by nearly 5 per cent., while those 
of re-exports were higher than in {922 by over 7 
per cent. The precise significance of these changes 
‘cannot readily be measured, since changes in the 
market values of individual commodities and 
changes in the relative importance of different 
classes of commodities both contribute to the 
general movement of the aggregate figures, 

In addition to the average movement of values, 
there may be deduced from the figures of the above 
table the general movement in the quantities of 
goods imported and exported in 1923 as compared 
with 1922. In the case of imports and in that of 
British exports increases in quantities have out- 
weighed decreases sufficiently to yield the result 
of an average increase of between 11 and 12 per 
cent. For re-exports the increase was between 6 
and 7 per cent. 


PrincipaL CLASSES or Goons. 


With reference to the principal classes of goods 
imported and exported, there were considerable 
variations from the averages represented in the 
preceding paragraphs. The tables on pages 147

Taking 1923 as a whole, imports and exports of 
foodstufts have fallen in av erage value per unit by 
between 5 and 6 per cent., in the case of raw 
materials a substantial rise in values is shown, 
the average measure of which varies considerably 
according to the preponderance of different classes 
of materials in the aggregates of imports and of 
exports. In the case of manufactured articles also 
there is considerable variation in the movements 
in the import and export trade, for a similar reason 
to that just mentioned, but the genera! result is a 
fall in values somewhat greater than in the case 
of foodstuffs. It may be noted that, as shown by 
the figures of imports, while dutiable goods show 
a rise In average values, other foodstufts show 
reduced values per unit, the reduction being about 
10 per cent, 1n the case of cereals and of meat and 
7 per cent. for other non-dutiable foodstuffs. Raw 
cotton and wool were dearer by about 18 per cent. 
and rubber by 33 per cent. 

The figures of retained rv of 
goods show an increase of ! ») per cent. 
of 20 per cent. in meat, sal nearly 
other non-dutiable foods. In the case of 
there was an increase of over 70 per cent., in that 
of oil seeds and nuts of 20 ver cent., and a rather 
larger figure for timber, rubber, and paper-making 
materials. ‘Textile materials show reductions in 
quantities varying from about 50 per cent. for wool 
and 80 per cent. for silk to about 11 or 12 per cent. 
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for cotton and the aggregate of the other textile 
materials. Net imports of manufactures show 


expansion in almost every group in comparison 
with the preceding year. By way of exception 
there is a fall of about 5 per cent. in the aggregate 
of silk goods, but the increases range as high as 70 


per cent. in electrical goods and apparatus, over 
4) per cent. in cotton goods, and nearly as much 
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Among exports of United Kingdom produce and 
manufactures a rise in the average value of coal 
of nearly 12 per cent., and at the same time an 
increase in quantities shipped of 25 per cent., 1s 
the principal feature of the movement in raw 
materials. In wool an increase of nearly 30 per 
cent. in average value was accompanied by a fall 
of 7 per cent. in aggregate volume of export. With 
few exceptions average values of exported manufac- 
tures were lower than in 1922. For rubber manu- 
factures, and for the vehicles group as a wnole, 
the reduction in average values exceeded 25 per 
cent., for machinery and for paper imanufath tures 
it reached 20 per cent., while for the principal 
textiles, for apparel, and for chemicals it was 
between 3 and 7 per cent. In volume of movement 
cotton goods showed a reduction of 1 per cent., and 
silk goods a reduction of about 5 per cent., 
machinery an expansion of 8 per cent., woollen 
goods of 10 per cent., iron and steel goods of 30 
per cent., electrical goods of nearly 50 per cent., 
and paper manufactures of over 60 per cent. 
Owing to the depression in shipbuilding the exports 
of ‘ vehicles ’’ showed a reduction of not far short 
of 25 per cent. In other groups there was a greater

As indicated above, the precise significance of 
the changes in average values per unit of goods 
imported or exported cannot be determined without 
reference to the varying proportions in which 
different classes of goods contribute to the totals. 
Thus the closer approach of import values (prices) 
in 1923 to those of 1922 towards the end of the 
year may reflect no more than that the price move- 
ment of those groups of imports which are especially 
prominent in the trade of the later months of the 
year, after the harvests of the Northern Hemisphere, 
has been different from the average movement, and 
not that prices in general advanced towards the 
end of the year. In our article on this subject a 
year ago it was, indeed, pointed out that, during 
1922, average values of imports advanced during 
the first three-quarters of the year, and fell off in 
the last quarter, in comparison with 1918, During 
1928 there appears to have been, relative to 1915, 

progressive advance In average values of imports, 
aie by quarter, as shown in a later paragraph. 

The figures in the columns headed ‘ volume of 
trade ’’ represent the percentage excess or defect 
of the trade of 1923, valued at the average rates per 
unit resulting from the records of 1922, when com- 
pared with the corresponding value totals for 1922. 
The relative activity of the import trade in the first 
and fourth quarters, of the re-export trade in the 
second and fourth quarters, and of the export trade 
in the second quarter are outstanding features of 
the comparison.. As the second quarter of 1922 
was a period of relatively inactive export trade, 
the favourable comparison of 1923 with 1922 in 
that quarter has less significance than the figure 
of relative advance suggests when taken by itself. 

Combining the information as to changes in 
values and in volume of trade between 1922 and 
1923 with the information previously published in 
this ‘‘ Journal ’’ with reference to the comparison 
of the volume and value of the trade of 1922 with 
that of 1913, the following general comparisons 
with 1913 are obtained :—

for imports and for British exports have been 
allocated to the separate months of the year as 
accurately as possible in the absence of separate 
calculations for each month corresponding to those 
made for the quarterly periods. The lines shown 
in the corresponding diagram given last year have 
been retained to furnish a basis of comparison. 
In order to provide material covering a similar 
range to that of the earlier diagram it has been 
necessary to adjust the figures derived directly 
from the published accounts, so as to present totals 
having the same relation to the trade of Southern 
Ireland as those available for the period preceding 
Ist April, 1923. This adjustment is, of necessity, 
somewhat uncertain, in view of the incomplete 
data regarding the trade of the Irish Free State 
at present available, but it represents at least a 
much closer approximation to the data required 
for a sound comparison than the figures without 
such adjustment. 

It will be noted that the approach observed in 
the course of the import trade of 1922, after March 
of that year, to the seasonal fluctuations shown in 
the figures of 1913 import trade, has been more 
marked in 1928, and has affected the whole of that 
year. As between the trade recorded in March 
and in April, the incidence of Easter is sufficient 
to explain the contrast between the course of the 
1913 figures (Easter affecting the March trade) and 
those for the more recent years. The differences as 
between July and August trade have not so obvious 
an explanation. A change in seasonal movements 
which threw into July, at the expense of August, 
in 1913, trade corresponding to that thrown into 
August, at the expense of July, in 1923, is sug- 
gested. In the fluctuations of volume of ‘export 
trade during 1923 the- special demand resulting 
from events-in the Ruhr is clearly shown in the 
expansion culminating in May, and the course of 
trade during the rest of the year appears to resemble 
that of 1913, though the summer expansion of 1913 
was not repeated in 1923. The variations during 
the last four months of the year were very similar 
in 1928 and in 1913. 

Expressing the figures in the previous table in 
terms which show their relation to the declared 
values of the periods shown and to those of 19138, 
we obtain the following comparisons :—

The figures of ‘‘ volume of trade ’’* given in 
this table for 1923 have, in order to furnish some

The variations from quarter to quarter of the 
different. classes of goods imported and exported, 
as shown in the series of articles published: in this 
‘“ Journal,’’ are summarised in the following 
tables, in which the adjustment in respect of 
Southern Ireland has not been made. The imports 
into the United Kingdom from the Irish Free State, 
and the direct. imports into the Irish Free State 
from abroad, and the re-exports from the United 
Kingdom ‘to the Irish Free State, all consist very 
largely of foodstuffs, and accordingly the first line 
of the following) table requires considerably more 
adjustment than. either of the other lines, in order 
to furnish figures properly comparable with. the 
figures in brackets, which represent the correspond- 
ing totals for the year 1913. The amount which 
should be deducted from the 1923 ffgures to render 
them comparable with those for 1913 may be 
estimated at. between £3 millions and £4 millions 
in the case of the first line of the table, so far as 
concerns each of the last three columns, and in 
the case of the other two lines the deduction 1s 
probably not.in excess of half a million pounds :—

The imports of raw materials, the figures relating 
to which would not be. seriously altered by. adjust- 
ment in respect of Southern Ireland, have, in each 
of the last three quarters, maintained a volume 
roughly four-fifths of that of 1913. In the first 
and last quarters they were in excess of the corre- 
sponding figures for.1922, but in the two interven- 
ing quarters they fell short of the 1922 record. For 
the year as a whole, 1923 showed a net import of 
raw. materials hardly equal to that of 1922. In the 
class of manufactured articles, including a number 
of partly-manufactured materials of industry, the 
net imports of 1923 were considerably greater in 
quantity than those of 1922. As the table shows, 
however, even without making the relatively small 
adjustments in respect of the Irish \trade, the 
imports of 1923 fell short by about 10 per cent. of 
those of 1915. 

Turning ;to a similar comparison of our export 
trade (United: Kingdom produce and manufactures) 
in the successive quarters of 1923, the followmg 
table shows the results obtained, but without 
adjustment in respect of trade with the Irish Free

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In each of the last three quarters the figures in 
the last of the three lines for 1923 are greater by 
between £2 millions and £3 millions than if the 
record had been compiled as in 1913. In the middle 
line the addition made by including exports to 
the Irish Free State is less than £1 million, and 
in the first line an adjustment of roughly similar 
magnitude may also be necessary. A large part 
of the excess in exports of raw materials in 1923 
as compared with 1913 may thus be assigned to the 
inclusion of exports of coal to Southern Ireland. 

The large exports of October have made the 
manufactured exports of the final quarter of 1925 
greater than those for any quarter since the third 
quarter of 1920. 

For 1923, as a whole, the exports of manufactures 
were less, as measured in terms of 1913 values, 
than those of the year 1920. For exports of all 
classes the 1923 figures show an excess over those 
of 1920, owing to the recovery in the coal export 
trade to a large extent. Even if appropriate adjust- 
ments are made in respect of the trade with Ireland, 
the 1923 figures indicate a trade greater by some 
5 per cent. than that of 1920. The aggregate shows, 
however, a deficit on the 1913 figures amounting 
roughly to 25 per cent. after making that adjust- 
ment.

UNITED STATES BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


The representative in London of the Irving Bank- 
Columbia Trust Company, New York, has received 
a cable from headquarters stating that the retail 
trade is dull and the jobbing and wholesale trades 
are irregular. Iron and steel, cotton and silk goods 
are dull. Last year’s sales of Sears Roebuck were 
18 per ‘cent. above 1922, Montgomery Ward 45 
per cent. above 1922 and of Woolworth and Com- 
pany 15°60 per cent. above 1922. Cotton consump- 
tion during December amounted to 461,560 bales. 
Cement production in 1923 was 21 per cent. above 
1922. Fire losses throughout the United States for 
December totalled 25,336,800 dols. 





NEW LIST OF FEES LEVIABLE BY 
ARGENTINE CONSULS. 


A new list of fees leviable by Consuls of the 
Argentine Republic came into effect on Ist January, 
the revised fees being mostly double those pre- 
viously in force. The fee for legalisation of original 
invoices 1s fixed at 4 pesos, an additional peso per 
lot of goods of the same kind and quality being 
levied when the Consul also certifies to the correct- 
ness of the value set out in the invoice.

TAX ON COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL 
SALES IN ECUADOR. 

A Law has been passed in Ecuador, with effect 
from lst January, establishing an annual tax 
to be paid by merchants and industrials of 1 per 
cent. on the gross value of all commercial and 
industrial articles sold or disposed of in any 
manner, or transferred to others for sale. The tax 
is payable whether the sale is made on credit or for 
cash, whether the goods consist of raw material 
or are wholly or partially manufactured, and 
whether or not they are products of the country or 
imported, The tax will be assessed on the exact 
value at which the merchant or manufacturer sells 
or transfers the goods for consumption within the 
country. 

In addition to the above tax each merchant or 
manufacturer is required to pay an annual licence 
tax of two sucres. The sales tax will be collected 
by means of stamps affixed to the licences. 

The following are exempt from payment of both 
taxes :— 

(a) Agriculturists for all classes of articles of their own 
production sold by them on the producing estates 
or in public markets. 

(b) Exporters for all their exportations. 

(c) Stores or establishments of an official or charitable 
character, hospitals, and public sanatoriunis and 
similar institutions, also co-operative associations 
of consumers and of mutual protection, not estab- 
lished with the object of gain. 

(d) Producers or sellers of articles which are Government 
monopolies. 

(e) Factories belonging to the State for products made 
for and distributed exclusively to the Army and 
Navy. ' 

(f) Retail sellers in the public markets and pedlars on 
the public roads who sell articles of food of prime 
necessity. 

(y) Banks and bankers for their operations. 

(h) Owners and sellers of periodicals on the value of 
the sales. 

The Law further exempts persons or corporations 
liable to payment of the sales tax from payment 
of charges on capital in circulation on the capital 
laid out in the same industry or business.

POSTAL PARCELS FOR SAN SALVADOR: 
VISED INVOICES REQUIRED. 

In virtue of a recent San Salvadorean Decree, 
effective as from Ist February next, the presentation 
of a commercial invoice, in the Spanish language, 
viséd by the San Salvadorean Consul at the place 
of dispatch, 1s necessary for the clearance of goods 
imported into the Republic by postal parcels. 
Where no San Salvadorean Consul is available, the 
invoice may be viséd by the Consul of a nation 
friendly to the Republic, or, in default, by a 
merchant of recognised standing. No Consular fee 
will be charged at the time of the visa of the 
invoice. Parcels not accompanied by a_ viséd 
invoice may be cleared on a sworn declaration of 
the owner of the goods and subject to a surcharge 
of 25 per cent. on the Consular fees.

The premises would consist of three rooms, fitted 
with show-cases and shelves, situated in a well- 
known serai in the bazaar in Teheran. 

Mr. Hadow, the Secretary in charge of com- 
mercial affairs at Teheran, in a report on the 
proposal, gives it as his opinion that it is desirable 
to introduce British goods into Persia through the 
intermediary of Persians themselves. Persians are 
not inclined to order goods they have not seen, but 
merchants in the bazaar are perfectly willing to

place orders for goods once they have inspected 
samples. Mr. Hadow considers some medium for 
increasing British trade in Teheran by displays of 
actual goods is much needed at the present time. 

No definite idea of the cost of participation to 
individual firms can be given at present, as this 
should largely depend on the number of United 
Kingdom firms taking part in the scheme. 

It is suggested that interested firms should com-

OVERSEAS TRADE IN NOVEMBER, 1925, 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 
CALCUTTS, 

The following statement relating to India’s overseas 
trade in November, 1923, has been issued by the Director 
of Statistics :— 

The trade returns of British India for the month of 
November, 1923, showed, as compared with October, 
increases in the values of both imports and exports. The 
imports of private merchandise totalled Rs, 21,09 lakhs, 
and showed an increase of Rs. 49 lakhs. The value of 
exports of Indian produce and manufactures rose to 
Rs. 26,41 lakhs in November, from Rs. 24,55 lakhs in the 
preceding month, and re-exports increased by Rs. 24 lakhs 
to Rs. 1,22 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for 
November and the eight months April to November, 1923, 
with those for the preceding month and the corresponding 
periods of last year is as follows :—

Treasure on private account, including currency notes, 
showed a net import of Rs. 3,75 lakhs, as against Rs. 4,72 
Jakhs in the preceding month and Rs. 2,97 lakhs in 
November, 1922.

Measured by the statistics of merchandise, treasure, 
council bills, enfaced rupee paper, etc., the visible balance 
of trade was in favour of India to the extent of Rs. 1,93 
lakhs in November, as compared with a debit balance of 
Rs. 66 lakhs in October, and a credit balance of Rs. 5,96 
lakhs a year before. During the eight months ended 
November, 1923, there was a favourable balance amounting 
to Rs. 28,25 lakhs, as against Rs. 14,73 lakhs in the 
corresponding period of the preceding year. 

CHANGES IN ImMPpoRTS. 


As compared with November, 1922, the imports of food, 
drink and tobacco, and raw materials increased by Rs. 47 
lakhs and Rs, 13 lakhs to Rs. 3,12 lakhs and Rs. 1,40 lakhs 
respectively, while manufactured articles fell by Rs. 31 lakhs 
to Rs. 16,21 lakhs. Under food, drink and tobacco, sugar, 
16 D.S. and above, showed an increase of nearly 13,100 
tons in quantity and Rs. 47 lakhs in value. Under raw 
materials kerosene oi] increased by Rs. 11 lakhs, raw cotton 
and raw silk by Rs. 4 lakhs eacn, while coal showed 4 
decrease of Rs. 5 lakhs. Of manufactured articles, the 
imports of grey piece-goods decreased in quantity from 84 
million yards to 71 million yards, and in value by Rs. 33 
lakhs to Rs. 2,37 lakhs, as compared with November last 
year. White goods also decreased in quantity from 3 
million yards to 32 million vards, and in value by Rs. 29 
lakhs to Rs. 1,16 lakhs. Coloured goods, however, showed 
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an increase of Rs. 7 lakhs in value, combined with a 


decrease of 539,000 yards in quantity. There were 
decreases under machinery, including belting (—Rs. 
i7 lakhs), silk piece-goods (—Rs. 8 lakhs), and _ hard- 


ware (—Rs. 6 lakhs), while iron sheets and plates and 
motor-cars showed increases of Rs. 30 lakhs and Rs. 10 
lakhs respectively. 


VARIATION IN Exports. 


As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink 
and tobacco, compared with November, 1922, decreased by 
Rs. 14 lakhs to Rs. 7,48 lakhs, due to smaller exports of 
food grains (—Rs. 1,18 lakhs), which were partly set off 
by an increase of Rs. 96 lakhs under tea. Raw materials 
and produce exported rose by Rs. 36 lakhs to Rs. 12,50 
lakhs. Under this group raw cotton showed an increase of 
Rs. 50 lakhs, notwithstanding a decrease of 4,000 tons in 
quantity. Mineral oils rose by Rs. 29 lakhs and oil seeds 
by Rs. 10 lakhs, while raw jute and lac decreased by Rs. 50 
and Rs. 21 lakhs respectively. Of the total shipment of 
33,000 tons of raw cotton, Japan took 11,800 tons, or 36 per 
cent.; Italy, 5,300 tons, or 16 per cent.; Belgium, 4,700 tons ; 
the United Kingdom, 3,900 tons; and Germany, 1,100 tons, 
Exports of raw jute increased in quantity from 89,000 tons 
to 110,000 tons, but owing to lower prices the value fell 
from Rs. 3,37 lakhs to Rs. 2,86 lakhs. Manufactured goods 
decreased by Rs. 1,01 lakhs to Rs. 6,07 lakhs, owing chiefly 
to decreases of Rs. 43 lakhs and Rs. 65 lakhs under cotton 
and jute manufactures respectively. Exports of cotton twist 
and yarn showed a decrease of 3 million Jb. in quantity 
and Rs. 30 lakhs in value, owing to reduced demands from 
China. The shipments of gunny bags increased in number 
from 24 millions to 38 millions, and in value from Rs. 1,18 
lakhs to over Rs. 1,57 lakhs, as compared with November, 
1922, but the yardage of gunny cloth exported fell from 
147 millions, valued at Rs. 2,92 lakhs, to 114 millions, valued 
at Rs. 1,87 lakhs. The United States, as usual, took most 
of the cloth exported, and was followed by Argentina, 
Canada, the United Kingdom, and Australia. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM AND FoREIGN COUNTRIES. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
62:2 per cent. in November, 1922, to 58:2 per cent. in 
November, 1923, while in exports her share rose from 


283 to 33:1 per cent. ‘The shares of Gerinany, Japan, 
and the United States during November, 1923, were 


respectively 5-1, 6-0, and 4:8 per cent. under imports and 
42, 84, and 10 per cent. under exports. 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING. 


The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during November amounted respec- 
tively to 604,000 and 627,000, as against 581,000 and 610,000 
in October, 1923, and 541,000 and 559,000 in November, 
1922. The tonnage entered into and cleared from British 
India during the eight months April to November was 
4,440,000 and 5,143,000 respectively, as compared with 
4,380,000 and 4,808,000 in the same period of 1922. 





CANADA.

The statistics of French foreign trade with individual 
countries for the first eleven months of last year, as summar- 
ised in the ‘“‘ Temps,” show that the value of French imports 
from the United Kingdom amounted to 4,748 million 
francs, as against 2,966 million frs. in the corresponding 
period of 1922, an increase of 1,782 million frs. The value 
of imports from the United States rose by about 994 
million frs., namely, from 3,350 million frs. to 4,344 
millionfrs. The value of imports from Germany amounted 
to 875 million frs., as against 1,166 million frs., a decrease 
of 291 million frs. With the exception of Gerfnany, Czecho- 
Slovakia, and Japan, the imports from all countries 
classified separately in the Customs returns show an 
increase in value. 

The value of French exports to the United Kingdom 
during the first eleven months of last year amounted to 
5,559 million frs., as against 3,539 million frs. in the corre- 
sponding period of 1922, an increase of 2,020 million frs. 


There was an increase of 1,573 million frs. in the value 
of exports to Belgium and Luxemburg, the respective 
figures for 1923 and 1922 being 5,195 million frs. and 


3,622 million frs. The value of French exports to all 
countries separately classified shows an increase except 
to Germany and Czecho-Slovakia.

LITHUANIA. 
INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENTS IN 1923. 


Notwithstanding unfavourable conditions, Lithuanian 
industries continue to grow from year to year. Before the 
war there were 689 steam boilers working, whereas in 
the year under review that number had increased to 1,077, 
with a heating surface of 17,872 square metres, and already 
this number has been increased, states the Review of the 
Economic Situation in Lithuania, published by the Lithu- 
anian Legation in London. In 1920 there were 2,474 
industrial establishments in the country, whereas in the 
succeeding three years the respective figures were 4,011, 
4,158, and 5,402. 

The number of flax fibre-working concerns has increased 
from six before the war to 19 at the present time; paper 
and polygraphic concerns, the wood and metal working 
groups all show increases, but the relative number of 
employees shows a decrease. All other industrial groups, 
such as mineral wares, animal products, foodstuffs, 
chemicals, etc., also record increases, and it is considered 
that there is a wide field for the working up of the raw 
materials supplied in abundance by home agriculture and 
forests.

No figures are available to indicate the origin of these 


imports, but most of the cotton goods imported come from 
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Portugal, owing to the high preferential tariff, while a 
certain quantity is also brought from Germany, and some 
from the United Kingdom. The greater part of the railway 
material imported since the beginning of the year came 
from the United Kingdom, most of it having been pur- 
chased under the Export Credits Scheme. Iron and steel 
goods have been imported from Portugal, Germany, and 
the United Kingdom, wine almost exclusively from 
Portugal, cement from Portugal and Germany, and flour 
from the United States and Australia. 


Export TRADER. 


The most valuable exports from the country at present 
are coffee and diamonds, followed at some distance by 
palm kernels and oil, maize, wax, cotton, hides, fish, and 
sugar. Following are details of these various items :— 

Coffee.—Exports were only 3,866 tons in 1920 and 5,077 
tons in 1921, but rose to 10,304 tons in 1922, which is the 
highest figure on record, The average annual export from 
1910 to 1914 was 4,765 tons. 

Diamonds were first exported cnly in 1920, but since then 
shipments have been in the vicinity of 100,000 carats each 
year, the highest figure so far, 106,719 carats, being 
reached in 1921. 

Palm products (kernels and oil).—Exports were 8,825 
tons in 1920, and rose to 12,564 tons in 1921, but fell 
slightly to 10,354 tons in 1922, the pre-war average being 
3,708 tons. 

Maize exports show a steady increase, being 17,925 tons 
in 1920, 27,274 tons in 1921, and 37,059 tons in 1922. 
The annual average for the period from 1910 to 1914 was 
only 1,400 tons. In regard to bulk, miaize is now the 
largest export from the country. 

Wax exports rose from 673 tons in 1920 to 990 tons in 
1922, but this trade has not grown much since pre-war 
days, the average annual export from 1910 to 1914 having 
been 768 tons. 

Cotton shows a steady increase in the direction of export 
from 197 tons in 1920 to 749 tons in 1922, the average 
from 1910 to 1914 being 141 tons. 

Hides, on the other hand, show a slight decrease from 
726 tons in 1920 to 597 tons in 1922, the latter figure, 
however, being more than twice the pre-war average. 

Fish exports decreased from 5,849 tons in 1920 to 5,060 
tons in 1922, or slightly above the average for the period 
preceding the war. 

Sugar shipments fell from 12,528 tons in 1920, to 6,074 
tons in 1921, but rose a little in 1922 to 7,666 tons, as 
compared with an average export from 1910 to 1914 of 
2.735 tons. 

Castor seed showed a slight falling off from 1,393 tons 
in 1920 to 1,156 tons in 1922, though even then it was 
nearly fourteen times the average pre-war yearly export. 

Rubber, at one time the most valuable by far of the 
exports from Angola, has fallen to the fifteenth place 
in the list, and its export is now only about 3 per cent. 
of the pre-war average.

The exports of palm oil and dried fish for the first half 
of 1923 show an increase over the figures for the corre- 
sponding period of 1922; otherwise the figures show a 
decrease, which is particularly marked in the cases of 
coffee and sugar. The figures for the second half of the 
year may be expected to show a still greater decrease, 
partly owing to the financial situation and the curtailment 
of credit by the banks, and partly to the lack of railway 
transport to bring produce from the interior to the coast. 

The Loanda railway has been unsatisfactory for years, 
in regard- both to the state of the track and to the 


| 
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insufficiency of the rolling stock. The improvement of the 
line is now being pushed forward with all speed, but the 
necessary diversion of a portion of the rolling stock: for 
construction work has made the shortage for goods traffic 
all the more acute. The prolonged shipping strike in 
Lisbon also affected exports. 

DESTINATIONS OF Exports. 

The bulk of exports in almost every case goes to 
Portugal, at any rate in the first instance. The most 
important exception is that of diamonds, which are all 
sent to Belgium by way of the Belgian Congo. The export 
of maize and beans is more or less evenly divided between 
Portugal and the Portuguese Colonies, mainly San Thomé 
and the Cape Verde Islands. Most of the export of dried 
fish goes to San Thomé and the Cape Verde Islands and 
to the Belgian Congo. Palm products are principally sent 
to Portugal, but also to a number of other countries, 
chiefly the United Kingdom, Germany, France, Belgium, 
and the United States. The United Kingdom also imports 
a fair share of castor seed, sesame, gum copal, and fibres, 
while Germany takes some of most of the exports. 

A great part of the export to Portugal is, of course, 
re-exported from there, but no statistics are available to 
indicate the countries of ultimate destination.

TRADE OF SWATOW IN SEPTEMBER 
QUARTER. 
(From the Commercial Secretary.) 
SHANGHAI. 

A shortage of rain during the quarter under review gave 
rise to anxiety amongst the farmers with regard to the 
rice crop, and prices were high, ruling from 8 to 9-50 dolls. 
per picul. Imports of rice from foreign ports and from 
Chinese ports showed increases of 19,743 piculs and 9,938 
piculs respectively. The effects of several typhoons which 
passed in the vicinity of the port were felt in the district, 
the orange trees in particular suffering somewhat consider- 
able damage. 





Import TRADE. 


Imports of piece-goods, both foreign and Chinese, showed 
satisfactory figures. Nearly all classes of foreign cotton piece- 
goods showed increases, as compared with the September 
quarter of 1922. The principal increases included grey 
shirtings, from 19,925 pieces to 27,722 pieces; white shirt- 
ings, from 10,509 pieces to 24,141 pieces; figured shirtings, 
from 1,434 pieces to 3,046 pieces: and plain cotton prints, 
from 1,873 pieces to 12,035 pieces. English jeans and 
coloured Venetians doubled their figures, whilst Chinese 
cotton piece-goods showed an increase of 60 per cent. The 
increases were principally due to the reduction of 20 per 
cent. in the prices of many of the commodities, such as 
and mixtures,

Marcues, BreaNncake, AND BEANS. 

The import of Japanese matches declined to the extent 
of 79.270 eruss, while Chinese matches showed an enhanced 
import of 851,797 gross. ‘This increase in the case of 
Chinese matches was due to the fact that matches from 
Canton, cheaper in price than the Japanese article, and 
little inferior to it in quality, were brought in in large 
quantities, the public preferring, where possible, to use 
the Chinese commodity. 

The increase in the import of beancake amounted to 
340,179 piculs, and in that of beans of 65,736 piculs. The 
increase was due to a fall in prices, a good bean crop 
being reported, 

OrHerR Imports. 
Imports of fishery products showed a_ considerable 
increase. The principal increases included cuttlefish from 
75 piculs to 3,803 piculs, béche de mer from 540 piouls to 
1,066 piculs, and dried and salt fish from 3,186 piculs to 
6,252 piculs. 

Spirits of wine, chiefly of Japanese production, showed 
an increased import of over 60,000. gallons. 


Export Trape. 


Exports of native cotton cloth increased from 1,115 
piculs to 5,871 piculs. The bulk of this cloth went to the 
Hui Chow and Mei Hsien districts. 
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Owing to the unsatisfactory hemp crop, the local price 
of jute cordage rose from 11 dols. to 16 dols. per picul, 
with a consequent decline in export from 2,972 piculs to 
5&6 piculs. 

The export of potato four decreased by 1,137 piculs, due 
chiefly to the fact that a shortage of rice caused the 
natives to have recourse to potatoes instead of rice for 
food. In this way a portion of the potato crop was con- 
sumed, and was not available for tlour manufacture. 


SutpPInG. 


As compared with the corresponding quarter of 1922, 
ihere was a decrease in tonnage under the following 
fiags:— Chinese, 54,747 tons, against 67,640 tons in 1922; 
Dutch, 35,770 tons, against 38,598 tons; American, 2,688 
tons, against 19,916 tons; Norwegian, 16,230 tons, against 
45,841 tons; Japanese, 164,163 tons, against 152,732 tons. 
Tonnage under the British flag, however, rose from 653,058 
tons to 751,998 tons, a notable increase of 98,440 tons. 
The French, Russian, and Danish flags were unrepresented 
during the quarter, and German and Portuguese shipping 
visited the port on a few occasions only. 

REVENUE. 

The unsetiled conditions in the province did not, as 
might have been expected, affect the revenue collection 
for the quarter under review. The revenue collected 
amounted to 371,591,352 Haikwan taels, as compared with 
313,882,176 Hk. taels in the corresponding quarter of 1922, 
being an increase of 57,709,176 Hk. taels. This was 
principally due to the increased demand for piece-goods of 
both foreign and Chinese manufacture. 

NATIVE CusToMS. 

li: spite of various adverse causes, the figures 19,948 Hk. 
taels of the native Customs’ revenue collection for the 
month of September approximated to ihe highest recorded 
for any one month. This may be attributed to a tendency 
to return to normal conditions, and to a brisk demand 
for sugar. The present stocks of the latter commodity are, 
however, nearly exhausted. It is satisfactory, therefore, 
to record that the prospects for the new crop to be 
harvested at the beginning of 1924 are said to be excellent. 
The collections of nearly all outstations showed a sub- 
stantial increase. Though there is a deficit to the end of 
September of 6,800,000 Hk. taels in the total collection 
since the beginning of 1923, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period in 1922, it is anticipated that such deficit 
will, at the present rate of collection, be cleared off, and 
that an eventual gain for the year 1923 may be not 
unreasonably anticipated. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
EXPORTS OF INCANDESCENT LAMPS. 


It was only in 1913, states the ‘‘ Trade Record ”’ of the 
National City Bank of New York, that the export of 
electric lighting Appa ratus from the United States was 
deemed of sufficient importance to warrant mention in 
the export records of the country, and in that year the 
number of ‘* incandescent lamps ”’ exported was less than 
three million, with a value of 500.000 dols.. yet the total 
number of lamps exported from the beginning of 1913 to 
the end of 1923 is more than 100 million, and their value, 
in round terms, 25 million dols. 

To Europe alone the list of countries to which incan- 
descent lamps were sent in the latest year for which details 
are available was 26, to North America other than the 
('pited States 25, to South America every one of the 13 
countries and colonies. to Asia 16, to Africa a dozen, and 
to Oceania a half-dozen specified areas, to say nothing 
of the many smaller islands included in the general group 
‘¢ all other Oceania,”’ i 

ln i920 the number of ‘ metal filament ’ lamps alone 
sent to the United Kingdom was 507,000. to Belgium 
746,000, to Italy 330,000, and to E Jurope as a whole approxi- 
mately 24 millions. Canada took nearly four million incan- 
descent lamps, Cuba over two millions, while the number 
taken by rye ienge? In 1921 was considerably over a million. 
Ieeland and the Faroe Islands teok in 1919 over 12,000 
lamps; the Heda, Arabia, in 1921, over 3,000; Palestine 
approximately 2,000, and the Virgin Islands over 4,000. 

This growing use of electric lights the world over illus- 
trates, adds the ‘“‘ Trade Record,’’ the tremendous develop- 
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ment in the utilisation of electric light in all the many 
forms in which it is now made useful. The latest Census 
report shows the number of incandescent lamps manu- 
factured in the United States in 1921 at 247 millions, with 
a total valuation of 59,728,398 dols. 


LATIN AMERICA. 


CUBA. 
FINANCIAL AND TRADE OUTLOOK. 


In spite of present slackness, the picture now presented 
by Cuba is a very different one from that of the last three 
years, and, slow as things are at present, the improvement 
has been too definite and too maintained not to argue 
the best of prospects for the future, states the Acting 
British Consul-General at Havana, in his Report on 
Economic Conditions in Cuba.* Even in the textile 
market, for so long utterly disorganised, a very definite 
improvement has taken place, while the foodstuff and iron 
and steel markets are good. 

Business is not as flourishing as it should be, however, 
and there is still some severe depression on the local 
market. It is hard to say why this is so; some 
ascribe it to the 1 per cent. sales tax which was recently 
imposed. Loans are difficult to obtain, and the lack of 
capital is making itself felt. Unfortunately, the increased 
price of sugar—owing to various factors, especially an 
anticipated shortage—has caused some speculation, which 
can never be considered as healthy business. 











INCREASING INTEREST IN Britisa Goons. 


It is difficult to point out precisely where British trade 
has benefited or is benefiting by the changed conditions 
in the absence of any recent statistical figures, but 
enquiries for British goods are much more numerous, and 
there is a very healthy demand for British agencies and 
connections. In the British textile trade—of not incon- 
siderable importance 
which cash is largely being paid; and, though full recovery 
of past indebtedness cannot be expected, compositions have 
been entered into and a fresh start made. 

Much interest is evinced as to Great Britain as a 
customer for Cuban sugar. Trade returns for 1922 show 
that Cuba has entirely taken the pre-war place of Austria 
and Germany as supplier of sugar to Great Britain, and 
the Cuban sugar world generally is hoping that this market 
will not only be retained but also expanded. 

A friendly view of British-Cuban trade is established, 
and the efforts Great Britain has made in the debt 
settlement with the United States have had a great effect 
on economic opinion. 

It is well that the Cuban commercial world should not 
lose sight of the fact that Great Britain is a very valuable 
alternative market for Cuban produce—-sugar and tobacco; 
as this becomes clearer a more lively interest in the United 
Kingdom as a source of supplv will be evident. British 
trade comes at present second on the table, but a very poor 
second in comparison with the United States figures. 
This, however, cannot materially be altered; _ political, 
economic, geographical, and other factors render the 
United States of America predominant, and the United 
Kingdom must be content to take second place as a 
supplier, though no effort should be spared to make that 
place as impregnable as possible. 





Tue FINANCIAL POSITION. 


The Budget for 1922-23 previded for an income of 
55,600,000 dols. and an expenditure of 54,800,000 dols., 
leaving an estimated surplus of 800,000 dols.; while that 
for 1923-24, passed on 28th June, provides for an income 
of 68,500,000 dols. and an expenditure of 61,672,169 dols., 
a surplus of 6,827,830 dols, 

Heavy as these figures may appear in relation to the 
population of Cuba (3,123,040 at 31st December, 1922), 
they are by no means too heavy for that population to 
bear; in fact, Cuba can live comfort: ably within her means 
without undue taxation. 

The chief item on the income side is Customs revenue, 
31,061,000 dols., while items on the expenditure side are :-- 
Debt reduction and interest, 12,248,492 dols.; Army and 
Navy, 9,516,024 dols.; and Education, seicghcaatcn dols.

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It may perhaps appear strange that agriculture, which 
is indeed Cuba’s all-in-all, should only be allotted some 
783,973 dols. in the Budget; but this industry needs but 
little Government support; the sugar almost grows itself. 
owing to the extraordinary fertility of the soil, and the 
sugar business is backed by very heavy capital. 

Cuba’s indebtedness is heavy at 131,759,500 dols., but 
so rich is the island that this indebtedness should give 
little cause for anxiety. The sum of 12,248,492 dols. is 
provided for in the Budget for the fiscal year for the 
reduction of and interest on the debt. This includes 
7,142,200 dols. set aside for exterior debts and 5,106,292 
for interior debts. 

There are other smaller debts in existence, and in addi- 
tion there is a so-called ‘‘ floating debt,’’ the total of which 
it is impossible accurately to determine, but which consists 
of ‘‘ claims’ against the Government for salaries, pen- 
sions, Wages, contracts, etc. These claims are being 
examined by a Commission, and numbers of them have 
recently been approved for payment, 


BANKING AND ForEIGN INVESTMENTS. 


The banking business in Cuba is very large, and there 
is room for more banks. That this is so is proved by the 
fact that two Federal Reserve Banks are shortly opening 
in Havana, and in addition two Chinese banks, viz., the 
Hong Kong and the Chinese Merchants’ Bank. The First 
National Bank of Boston opened its doors on Ist August. 
It is regretted that no London Bank has seized the oppor- 
tunity of opening up in Cuba. 

A very large amount of foreign capital is invested in 
Cuba, chiefly in sugar, railways, and tobacco. British 
investments are in railways, with a very small amount in 
sugar and tobacco, and the total cannot much exceed 
£14,000,000. Quite another sum, however, is represented 
by American capital, and a very good idea of the economic 
dependence of Cuba on the United States of America can 
be gathered from the figures given below, which are a brief 
summary of American investments in Cuba: —

These figures relate almost entirely to United States 
sugar interests in Cuba, as apart from other industries, 
and it is of interest to note that American sugar interests 
in other parts of the world have an estimated value of 
545 million dols., or slightly more than one-half of their 
Cuban sugar interests. 

Investments of other countries, with the exception of 
Spanish investments in tobacco and sugar, are a negligible 
quantity. 





Foreign TRADE. 

The figures for the year 1922 show that the total turnover 
of trade of the Republic of Cuba was 506,344,007 dols., or 
no less than 175 dols. per head of population, a figure 
which cannot fail to be astonishing. Imports figure at 
180,259,062 dols., and exports at 323,911,735 dols., re- 
exports accounting for 2,173,210 dols. The balance between 
imports and exports in favour of Cuba is thus 143,652,673 
dols. 

This happy state of affairs is due to the value of the 
sugar exports, and, large as the tobacco exports are, they 
are negligible beside them. 

Both as regards imports and exports the United States 
of America is a long way ahead of anyone else. The second 
on the list is. as stated above, the United Kingdom. 


Britisn Trape Prospects. 

British trade in no way escaped from the general depres- 
Sion prevailing during the past few years, and British 
traders lost a great deal of money. There are, however, 
distinct signs of improvement, and no effort should be 
spared by British firms to enter or re-enter this market. 

Prices ‘generally have declined in the United Kingdom, 
and in several lines are now under the United States 
prices; in spite of competition, geographical disadvantages, 
tariff discriminations, etc., British trade is making head- 
way. 

Better shipping facilities, more representatives, and a 
better study of this market would tend to accelerate 
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progress, but British traders seem still to nourish some 
distrust of this market, and are not always prepared to 
grant the same terms as other countries. 


ForEIGN COMPETITION. 


Mention has already been made of the predominating 
position of the United States in this market, and, indeed, 
when foreign competition is mentioned those words may 
be said to be synonymous with American competition. 
Spain, France, and Germany are the other competitors, 
Spain coming closely behind the United Kingdom. 

The United States compete in every line except, perhaps, 
in the finer textiles. In this market the United Kingdom 
holds its own. Spain competes in natural produce, soaps, 
etc., and to some degree in boots and shoes, leather and 
leather goods, etc.; France in textiles, silks, perfumes and 
cosmetics, especially high-grade toilet soaps; and Germany 
in iron and steel, hardware, hollow-ware, china, earthen- 
ware, etc., but for the present Germany is experiencing 
great difficulty in delivering. 

In automobiles, tractors, and sugar mill machinery the 
United States predominate, though the United Kingdom 
retains some share of the latter trade. The United King- 
dom is at present well able to compete in the paper trade, 
and is doing so successfully. Competition is very keen, 
and good advertising is essential to meet it. 


Tue Tourist SEASON. 


Much wealth comes annually to Cuba by reason of her 
tourist season. For some years past Cuba has been 
endeavouring to attract to Havana as many tourists as 
possible, and in recent years propaganda efforts have been 
crowned with success, 

The results achieved this winter have exceeded all 
expectations, and the committee in charge of the tourist 
regulation business announces an increase of 35 per cent. 
over last year’s numbers—and last year was a good one. 

Calculating that something approaching 200,000 tourists 
visit Havana between November and March, and consider- 
ing that each tourist spends on an average at least 100 
dols., it is not difficult to estimate the value of the traffic 
to Cuba. In addition this stream of tourists stimulates 
the sale of goods and helps to enlarge the market in many 
respects. 

[It is estimated that the number of tourists who will 
visit Havana during the coming season will fali not far 
short of a quarter of a million. 





VENEZUELA. 





INDUSTRIAL INVESTMENTS OF BRITISH 
CAPITAL. 

H.M. Chargé d’Affaires at Caracas, in his Report on 
the Economic and Financial Conditions in Venezuela, 
states that it is estimated there is at the present time 
upwards of ten million pounds of British capital invested 
in Venezuela. Of this amount £3,668,800 is invested in 
railways, £2,700,000 in mines, oil, and rubber, £2.680,500 
in industrial concerns, public works, etec., and £600,000 


in banks.

The Treaty came into operation on Ist January, and 
is concluded for a period of five ‘years, but if neither

THE WORLD’S TONNAGE. 





LLOYD’S REGISTER SHIPBUILDING 
SUMMARY FOR THE YEAR 1923. 


Lloyd’s Register Annual Summary of the Mercantile 
Shipbuilding of the World states that during 1923 there were 
launched 701 vessels of 1,643,181 tons gross. The output 
in Great Britain and Ilreland—645,651 tons—represents 
under 40 per cent. of the total. The output of the other 
principal shipbuilding countries is as follows :—

The reduction in the total output, as compared with 
1922, is abont 824,006 tons, and is spread over every 
country mentioned above, with the exception of the United 
States. In Great Britain and Ireland the tonnage launched 
in 1923 is about 385,000 tons lower than in 1922; in 
Germany the decrease amounts to 217,000 tons, and in 
France to 88,000 tons. As compared with the record year 
1919—when 7,145,000 tons were launched—the present 
totals show the enormous decrease of 5} million tons, 

In Great Britain and Ireland only 18,846 
launched for owners residing abroad, while in pre-war times 
over 20 per cent. of the yearly output was intended for such 
ownership.

The world launches for the year include 85 vessels of 
over 6,000 tons each, of which 18 are of over 10,000 tons 
In Great Britain and Ireland were launched four 
of over 15,000 tons each, the largest being three 
vessels launched at Belfast, viz.: the ‘‘ Minnewaska,’’ 
21,716 tons; and the ‘‘ Mooltan’’ and the ‘‘ Maloja,”’ of 
20,847 and 20,837 tons respectively. The largest vessel 
launched abroad is the ‘‘ Deutschland,’’ of 20,602 tons, 
launched at Hamburg.

During the year 36 vessels of about 204,000 tons were 
launched which are to be fitted with steam turbines, and 
the tonnage of new vessels which wiil be propelled by the 
means of internal combustion engines amounts to about 
226.000 tons. 


PROGRESS OF SHIPBUILDING DURING THE YEAR. 


Lloyd’s Register Quarterly Returns show that at the 
opening of the past year 2,954,318 tons were building 
throughout the world. During 1923 there was a steady 
decrease until the end of September, since when a slight 
recovery has taken place. At the end of the year the 
tonnage under construction in the world amounted to 
2,444,000 tons—a reduction of 510,000 tons as compared 
with twelve months before, 73,000 of which is in Great 
Britain and Lreland and 437,000 tons in other countries. 


The only consideration which tends to brighten to some 
extent the outlook for the immediate future is that orders 
for new ships have recently increased, and the tonnage 
commenced during the last three months of 1923 is con- 
siderably larger than during previous quarters. 


Attention should be drawn to the huge increase in the 
tonnage launched during the last ten years, and especially 
during the four years 1918-1921, as compared with pre-war 
periods. It may be stated that during the ten years 1904- 
i913 under 241 million tons were added to the world’s 
merchant navies by new construction, whereas during the 
ten years 1914-23 the total addition has amounted to over 
354 million tons. 


VESSELS CLAsseo By Luioyp’s ReaIsveR. 


Of the merchant vessels launched during the past year 
245 of 670,174 tons (170 vessels of 470,929 tons in Great 
Britain and Ireland and 75 of 199,245 tons abroad) were 
under the survey of the Society with a view to classification 
in Lloyd’s Register Book. These figures include 73 per 
cent. of the total output of Great Britain and Ireland. 
Of the total tonnage launched in the world during the last 
15 years the tonnage built under the survey of Lloyd’s 
Register amounts to 29! million tons, equal to a yearly 
average of over 60 per cent. of the world’s output. )

RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR OCTOBER, 1923, 


The Ministry of Transport’s Railway Statistics for 
October, 1923, have now been published, and may be 
obtained at H.M. Stationery Office (price 3s.). 


[In addition to the usual monthly information the volume 
contains statistics for the four weeks ended 9th September, 
1923, in respect of collection and delivery of goods train 
traffic at a number of selected stations, and the most recent 
particulars in regard to deals, battens and boards, pitwood, 
and round timber, viz., the tonnage, receipts, and receipts 
per ton-mile, at each mile up to 50 miles, and in mileage 
groups beyond that distance, in continuation of the com. 
modity statistics previously published. 


PASSENGER TRAFFIC. 
The total number of passenger journeys (excluding 
season ticket holders) in October was 102,413,744, an 


increase of 5,620,073, or 581 per cent., compared with 
October, 1922; journeys at workmen’s fares increased by 
2,055,170 to 28,625,183, which is the highest figure recorded 
since January, 1921, and those at excursion, week-end, and 
other reduced fares increased by 4,331,886; journeys at 
full fares showed a slight decrease. Passenger receipts 


amounted to £4,950,895, a decrease of £328,212, or 6°22 
per cent. The total passenger train miles run_ were 


1,455,281 more than in October, 1922, an increase of 73 
per cent. 


Goovs TRAFFIC. 


The quantity of freight traffic conveyed (excluding free 
hauled), viz., 31,281,872 tons, has only been exceeded on 
one occasion since monthly figures became available (i.e., 
in January, 1920), and represented an increase of 3,121,307 
tons, or 11-08 per cent., over October, 1922. The improve 
ment was general, and the tonnage under each head (1.e., 
general merchandise, coal, and patent fuel, and 
other minerals), was higher than in October, 1920, 1921, 
or 1922. The corresponding ton-miles were 10°17 per cent. 
above those for October, 1922, the average length of haul 
for freight traffic having fallen from 52°8 miles to 523

Freight train receipts (less cost of collection and delivery) 
amounted to £9,821,129, a decrease of £101,265, or 1 per 
cent., and the receipts per ton-mile were: General 
merchandise, 2;401 pence; coal, coke, and patent fuel, 
1-002 pence; and other minerals, 1-124 pence; as compared 
with 2-757 pence, 1:059 pence, and 1:335 pence respectively 
in October, 1922, The comparisons in the receipts were 
aifected by the reductions in rates which came into opera- 
tion in December, 1922, and May and August, 1923. 

The freight train miles run were 1,094,404, or 9°3 per 
cent. more than in October, 1922. The average train 
load increased from 1302 tons to 1344 tons, but the net 
ton-miles per engine-hour remained stationary at 457. 





NEW ZEALAND. 





DIRECT STEAMSHIP SERVICE FROM 
FRANCE. 


(From H.M. Trade Commissioner.) 


WELLINGTON. 


To commemorate the inauguration of a direct service 
between France and New Zealand by the Messageries 
Maritimes, the French Consul at Wellington and _ the 


secretary-general (or managing director) of the Messageries 
Maritimes entertained the New Zealand Minister of 
Marine at dinner. 
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The French Consul referred to the importance of the 
step. which the Messageries Maritimes had taken in inaugu- 
rating a direct service between France and New Zealand 
and the benefit New Zealand would derive from being 
brought into direct contact with the French possessions 
of Tahiti and New Caledonia by the new service. He 
believed the service to be the first in which direct com- 
munication had been established between New Zealand 
and the Continent. 

It was the intention of the company, stated the French 
Consul, to make Wellington the headquarters of the line 
in New Zealand, and perhaps Auckland would also be served 
as a regular port of call. He was convinced there was 
ample room for direct trade between New Zealand and 
France and the French Colonies, and that France herself 
had much that it could deliver at the doors of New Zealand 
providing there was direct communication. He instanced 
not only luxury articles, but such important commodities 
as basic slag and fertilisers generally—so necessary for 
New Zealand as a primary producing country. 

The Secretary-General of the Messageries Maritimes 
stated that the ‘‘ El Wantan ” had arrived at Wellington 
last July, the ‘‘ Antinous ’’ in October, and in December 
the ‘‘ Andromede ’”’ had sailed from France with a large 
quantity of French merchandise for New Zealand and 
elsewhere. The service, he added, is to be on a three- 
monthly basis and is to be permanent.

SOUTH MANCHIIURIAN RATLWAY WORKS 
PROJECTS. 


(From H.M, Consul.) 
DAIREN. 


According to a statement recently issued by the President 
of the South Manchurian Railway Company, the sum of 
about 45 million yen will be available for various enter- 
prises during the fiscal year 1923-24, as compared with 
26,500,000 yen in the previous year. This amount has been 
allocated as follows :— 


1. Railways, 15 million yen.—The principal item under this 
heading is for rolling stock. 28 locomotives of different types 
and 400 good cars are to be constructed, which, with those 
at present under construction and to be completed during the 
year, will add 43 locomotives and 500 cars to the company’s 
stock. Other work, including tracking north of Mukden, is 
also to be proceeded with. 

2. Harbours, 3,500,000 yen.—The works contemplated include 
(inter alia) the construction of the new Wharf No. 4, installa- 
tion of suitable coaling apparatus on Wharf No. 1, and the 
construction of a road’ over a bridge at the present level 
crossing at the main entrance to the wharf compound. 

3. Mines, 3 million yen.—QOne-half of the sum set aside for 
mines is for the installation of an up-to-date coal screening 
plant at the Fushun open-cut mines, and the remainder is for a 
paraffin factory to be erected with the object of increasing the 
output of the by-products. 

4. Jronworks, 7,500,000 yern.—The work at Anshan includes 
the provision of an ore-dressing plant with its auxiliary equip- 
ments, a slag-cement plant, and reconstruction of the present 
two blast furnaces. 

5. Electrical undertakings, 3 million yen.—Electrical under- 
takings include the extension of the power houses at Amano- 
gawa (near Dairen) and at Changchun and the expansion and 
construction of power transmission lines between Dairen and 
Chincou and between Fushun and Mukden. 


6. Gasworks, 1,200,000 yven.—New gasworks are to be con- 
structed at Changchun and those at Antung continued. 


7. Hotels, 1,500,000 yen.—A new hotel at Mukden is to be 
commenced. 

8. Local administration, §&,600,000 yen.—The chief 
under local administration are : The continuation of the Dairen 
hospital, with the addition of an epidemic sick ward; the 
erection of a large hospital at Anshan, in view of the expansion 
of the works there; the erection of two middle schools at 
Anshan and Fushun, two girls’ higher schools at Antung and 
Changchun, a dormitory for the Changchun Commercial School, 
an agricultural school at Kungchuling, and a normal school 
for training teachers for the primary schools (probably at 
Mukden); the establishment of a plate-glass factory near 
Dairen; and the foundation of a cattle epidemic institute. 

9. Miscellaneous work, 2,200,000 yen.—The amount set apart 
under this heading is principally for building more residences 
for the company’s servants, with clubs and recreation grounds.

BRITISH MALAYA. 





COAL IMPORTS. 


Although her internal need of fuel is, for the most part, 
supplied by the Rawang Mine of the Malayan Collieries, 
Ltd., or by wood from the jungle, a large quantity of 
coal is imported by British Malaya for the use of steamers 
bunkering at Singapore or Penang. 

In 1921 British Malaya imported 533,343 tons of coal, 
valued at £1,949,628, and in 1922 547,367 tons, valued at 
£1,230,062. During the first nine months of 1923 imports 
were 424,922 tons, valued at £788,842. Following is a 
comparative statement of the principal countries from 
which these imports were received, showing quantities and 
values :—

IRISH FREE STATE, 





PROHIBITION OF THE IMPORTATION OF 
HAY AND STRAW: EXTENSION OF ORDER. 

In connection with the recent Order of the Government 
of the Irish Free State prohibiting the landing in the 
lrish Free State of hay and straw in any form from Great 
Britain, including hay and straw used in the packing o! 
goods, unless importation is authorised by special licence 
issued by the Department of Agriculture and Technica! 
Instruction of the Irish Free State, particulars of a further 
Order live now been received, extending the prohibition, 
as from 28th January, 1924, to hay and straw in any form 
from ail foreign countries, with certain exceptions. 

The following is the text of an explanatory Memorandum 
on the subject issued by the Authorities of the Irish Free 
State, viz.:— 


Further Precautions against Foot-and-Mouth Disease. 


The recent Order of the Department forbidding tlie 
landing froni Great Britain in Saorstat Eireann of. hav 
or straw in any form has now been supplemented by a 
similar Order in regard to hay or straw from foreign 


countries, The new Order, which is entitled the Foreiun 


Hay and Straw (Ireland) Order of 1912 Amendment Order 


of 1924, comes intu operation on the 28th instant and 


withdraws the exceptions hitherto permitted in favour of 


hay or straw in use as packing and manufactured straw. 
It also withdraws the Commonwealth of Australia from 
the category of countries to which the general prohibition

of the importation of hay and straw does not apply. 


Australia being thus, on account of its present position 


with regard to contagious cattle disease, brought within 
the scope of the prohibition, the only countries from which 
hay or straw in any form can be imported are Canada, 
the Union of South Africa, New Zealand, and the Isle 
of Man. Consignments of hay or straw, goods packed 
in hay or straw, and articles made of straw coming direct 
from these countries may continue to be landed, but from 
these countries only.

REVISED INTERNAL TAXES. 

Two recent Argentine Laws (Nos. 11,252 and 11,284), 
dated 12th and 27th November respectively, lay down the 
revised internal taxes to be levied in the Argentine 
Republic on spirits and alcoholic beverages, tobacco, play- 
ing cards, matches, lighters, jewellery, specifics, perfumery, 
and toilet requisites, whether manufactured in the country 
or imported from abroad,

Under this Law, which was published in the ‘‘ Boletin 
Oficial * of 16th November, the former internal duties on 
alcoholic beverages, etc., tobacco, and playing cards are 
increased, and an internal tax is imposed on lighters, etc., 
ond jewellery ond precious stones. The principal 
provision of the Law (which came into effect thirty days 
after its promulgation) are noted below .—

ALCOHOL, ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES, ETC. 


Alcohol for universities and hospitals is free of all consumption 
duties.

Fuel oil and gas oil for boilers and oil for internal 
combustion engines are free from import duty, but must 
pay the usual surtaxes of 2 per cent., 5 per cent., and 
lO per cent. 


Goods imported by parcels post or in registered parcels 
are to pay a surtax of 15 per cent, of the Customs duty, 
or, if they are free of duty, the surtax is to be levied on 
ihe declared value in the invoice, 


Foreign (non-Colombian) goods re-exported from Customs 
Houses or Post Offices are only subject to warehouse 
charges. 


The importation of crude alcohol, spirits, brandy, whisky, 
liqueurs of all kinds, gin, bitters, distilled liquors, liquor 
not specified (in the Tariff), rum, and similar products 
not specified, in receptacles of more than a litre, is 
prohibited. The importation of essence of anise is pro- 
hibited, and the prohibition on anethol and spirits or 
concentrated essences for thee manufacture of wines and 
liqueurs is continued in force.

CUSTOMS DUTIES FOR 1924. 

The following statement shows the modifications (mostly 
reductions) made in the duties of the Finnish General 
Customs Tariff as a result of the Law of 2lst December 
and the Decision of the Council of State of the same date. 
(See the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” for 17th January. 
page 89.) 

It should be noted that reductions of the General duties 
were secured in respect of certain goods of French origin 
on importation into Finland in virtue of the Franco- 
Finnish Commercial Convention of 1921, and that these 
reductions are also applicable to similar goods of United 
Kingdom origin in virtue of the recently concluded Treaty 
of Commerce and Navigation between the United Kingdom 
and Finland. A statement showing the reduced duties 
in question was given at pages 57-8 of this ‘‘ Journal” 
for 10th January, but with the introduction of the new 
Tariff duties this statement is now Incorrect in certain 
particulars. The revised ‘‘ conventional ’’ rates are given 
in the following Schedule immediately under the General 
Tariff duties, under each of the Tariff items affected :—

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 10th January con-

Notices recently published in the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ”’ 
state that the export from France of eggs and oats and 
barley (flour and grain) has been restricted as a conse- 
quence of the suspension of the general derogation from 
the export prohibition hitherto accorded in respect of 
these articles. 


TEMPORARY REDUCTION OF DUTIES ON 
CERTAIN FOODSTUFES. 

The ‘* Journal Officiel’’’ (Paris) for 7th January con- 
tains a Presidential Decree, dated 6th January, suspending 
the ‘‘ co-efficient of increase ’’ hitherto applicable to the 
Customs import duties on wheat, spelt, and meslin (grain 
and flour), groats and grits, ship’s biscuit and bread. 
The effect of this Decree is to reduce by one-half the duty 
formerly applicable. This temporary reduction is not to 
extend at the latest beyond Ist August next. 








GREECE. 


MODIFICATION OF EXCHANGE 
REGULATIONS. 

The Greek ‘‘ Official Gazette’’ No. 329, of 15th 
November, 1923, contains a Legislative Decree, dated Ist 
November, which provided for the levy of an export tax 

be collected by 15th December last: on goods exported 
from Greece from 29th May, 1921, up to 20th September, 
1922, on consignment through banks or guaranteed by 
goods. This tax is in place of. the obligation to deposit 
with the Government the foreign valuta obtained, and is 
leviable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem on currants, 
cocoons, silk, undressed skins, figs, olives and oil (except 
lubricating oil), and tobacco, and at 10 per cent. ad valorem 
on all other goods, Duty at the same rates is also leviable 
on the portions of foreign exchange due to the Government 
on account of exports effected from 28th September, 1922, 
up to 23rd April, 1923. 

Article 10 of the Decree imposes a Customs export tax 
on sponges amounting to 3 drachme per oke, and a tax 
on old metals up to 5 per cent. of their value in foreign 
exchange. This latter tax is to be fixed and collected 
accord:ng to the provisions of the exchange regulations 
(Royal Decree of 23rd April, 1923). 

Article 8 of the present Decree provides, in addition, for 
the estublishment of a special office at the Trade and 
Industry Department of the Ministry of National 
Kconomy, called the ‘‘ Exchange Office,’’ for dealing with 
all questions regarding foreign exchange.

ITALIAN SOMALILAND. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
MINERAL OILS. 


A Decree of 20th October, 1921, provided that, for a 
period of ten years from that date, certain machinery 
and materials for industry and agriculture were to be 
admitted into Italian Somaliland free of Customs duty 
(as notified at page 612 of this ‘‘ Journal’’ for 8th 
December, 1921). ‘A further Decree, dated: 2lst October 
lust, extends the dispositions of the Decree of 20th October, 
1921, to lubricating oils and mineral fuel oils imported 
for the manufacturing and agricultural industries of the 


Colony. 








ITALY. 
PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 


H.VM. Commercial Secretary at Rome reports, by tele- 
graph, that the price fixed for the period 2)st to 97th 
for certificates for the payment of Custdéms 
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duties is 440 lire per 100 lire gold—i.e., the surcharge when 
duties are paid in paper is 340 per cent.

LITHUANIA, 
EXPORT DUTIES ON FLAX MODIFIED. 


H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that the export duty on 
all kinds of flax exported from Lithuania has been fixed 
at 20 litas per 100 kilogs. by an Order published on 3rd 
January. As from 6th January flax may be exported 
without the requirement of an export licence. 








NETHERLAND EAST INDIES. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN 
PETROLEUM REFINING MATERIALS. 
H.M. Commercial Agent at Batavia has reported that 
it has been officially announced that Ordinances have been 
passed permitting the duty-free import of sulphuric acid 
used in the refining of petroleum and by-products thereof, 
and also of crude petroleum unfit for immediate use but 
necessary for the preparation of products intended for 
sale. 








PERU. 
IMPORT DUTY ON PORTLAND CEMENT. 


H.M. Minister at Lima has forwarded translation of 
Law No. 4,784, dated 24th November, which imposes a 
duty of 40 cts. per 100 kilogs. on Portland cement imported 
through Callao. The proceeds of this duty are to be 
used for the construction of a hospital, and on completion 
of the hospital the duty will be withdrawn. 








POLAND. 
EXPORT DUTY ON VETCH AND CLOVER. 


H.M. Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports that, in 
virtue of an Order published on 23rd December, an export 
tax amounting to 10 per cent. of the profit derived from 
the export has been imposed on ornithopus sativus, vetch, 
vicia sativa, and clover (ex Tariff No. 62 (3)) exported 
from Poland. 








INCREASE OF EXCISE DUTIES ON VARIOUS 
ARTICLES. 

The Polish Journal of Laws for 22nd December contains 
Orders, effective from 24th December, which increase the 
Excise duties levied in Poland on malt, malt extract, 
beer, pressed yeast, matches, crude oil products, acetic 
acid, sparkling wines, alcohol, and sugar.

We give below upon this and the next page detailed tables in illustration of our article on pages 68 to 71 
of last week’s issue. A comparison is made between the foreign trade of this year and 1922, by estimating, 
as nearly as available data permit, the value which would be put upon imports and exports in the 
mass, if each item had the same average value per unit of quantity as was declared for goods of the 
same description in 1922. In this way aggregate figures are obtained, the comparison of which, with the 
corresponding figures for 1922; enable the extent of the influence of price-changes and the ag gregate changes 
in the volume of goods imported and exported to be estimated. In the article we gave the aggregates, and in the 
tables below supplement this information by extending the comparison to the several groups of commodities 


in the import and export classification.
